HOW LONG BEFORE A CRASH 
WILL COMET 

Not a few of the leading business 
men of the country are beginning to 
fear a reverse from the present great 
prosperity in the Eastern States. There 
is an overbuilding of railroads and an 
overproduction of almost all kinds of 
manufactures.. Merchants and dealers 
of every kind are laying in an im- 
mense stock of goods and every whee! 
isspioning and every man is busy try- 
ing to fill the orders that flow ip. 
Everyone is runving in debt to build 
nice homes or to fix for a larger busi- 
ness, and fortunes that were solid 
when the firm began now stand like 
inverted pyramids, resting on the 
point instead of on the base. In case 
of a change, or if a panic sets in, these 
would topple over and knock each 
other down like rows of bricks. The 
money market has many elements of 
strength. The Government is redeem- 
ing bonds and paying interest on its 
debt. Railroads are declaring large 
dividends and money is very easy. In 
addition to that immense sums are be- 
ing scattered all over the United States 
in the shape of pensions, which are 
usually paid to poor men or their 
widows, and every cent of it goes into 
the money current atonce. This will 
go far to prevent the money panic. 
Still, wher once a stampede sets in 
money disappears like lightning and 
everyone who has a dollar hangs on to 
it or buries it. The history of the 
country shows that panics occur peri- 
odically about every 11 years, and 
only one or two big failures are neces- 
sary at the right time to bring one. 
Just now, while so many railroads are 
being built, there is no great danger, 
but when the money that has been ad- 
vanced has all been used and the in- 
terest comes due without having 
earned anything to pay it, then look 
out. 


WASHOE AND CHURCHILL. 


We publish to-day on our local 
page Assembly Bill No. 87, intro- 
duced by Hun. C. S. Varian, annex- 
ing Churchill county to Washoe. We 
think the bill a good one and have no 
doubt but what the people of Church- 
ill will fully endorse Mr. Varian's 
measure, Churchill county collected 
last year for State and county purposes 
$13,862 71. Of this amount $10,- 
580 22 was used for county purposes. 
She has $316,832 in taxable property 
and i¢ iv a prosperous condition...

A New York Blaze---Ships and 
W barves on Fire. 
New York, Feb. 1. 
A great fire is now raging at the 
foot of Charlton street, at North river, 
which lights up the whole city. The 


| premises are occupied by the Inman 


Liverpool line. Steamers, wharf and 
vessels are burning, several of the 
latter having been towed out of dan- 
ger, but not until they were in flames. 
The conflagration was succeeded by 
three fearful explosions. ’ 
New York, Feb. 1. 
A fire at the Inman steamsbip dock 
breke out at 2:30 4.m. The flames 
ran swiftly through the sheds and 
storehouses and by 3 o'clock the im- 


mense dock was a mass of fire. From 
the remotest parts of town, in response 
to frequent alarms, the fire apparatus 
came thundering down, ‘The heat 
was 50 great that effective work from 
land or river was nearly impossible. 
At 3 o'clock the steamship Egypt, 
lving at the dock, was towed into the 
stream all ablaze from stem to stern 
and through her rigging and spars 
bore flames to the rigging of pumer- 
ous other vessels lying at anchor. 
Nearly the entire fire department of 
the city was on hand, but many en- 
gines could not be utilized. At 3:30 
the spectacle was grand in the extreme. 
The river front for many huodred feet 
was ablaze, and attempts to save prop- 
erty on the Inman dock were aban- 
doned and the work of firemen con- 
centrated on the Guion Line dock 
adjoining. The famous ship of that 
line, the Alaska, was in the greatest 
danger. Tug-boats and *ferry-boats 
were making every effort to save 
her by hauling her into the stream. 
At9a.m.the Inman dock was still 
burning. The vast bvilding on the 
pier and its contents were consumed. 
The loss is roughly estimated at $1,-. 
000,000. The steamer Egypt of the 
National line eaught fire and was 
towed out intu the stream and the 
flames extinguished, after she had 
been greatly damaged. The fire de- 
partment and the two fire boats are at 
work on the flames, Of the large 
covered sheds on the pier nothing re- 
mains save fragments of frame work 
at the entrance that totters in the 
wind and threatens to fall any mo- 
ment. The pier itself, with all upon 
it, is burned down to the piles upon 
which the structure rested along the 
water's edge. Flames are yet playing 
hide and seek amid the wreck and 
licking up the remnants of a $1,000,- 
000 bonfire. Great throngs of people 
surround the scene of desolation. The 
National Jine steamer Egypt lies out 
in midstream with her port side 
scorched and her rigging and standing 
gear burned and blackened, 


Yellowstone Park-—ILllinois Thanks 
Gen. Sheridan. 
Cuicaao, Jan. 31. 

General Phil Sheridan received to- 
day from the Secretary of State of II- 
linois an Official copy of a joint reso- 
lution by the State Senate and Huuse 
of Representatives thanking the Gen- 
eral for his report on the Yellowstone 
Park to the War Department, calling 
attention to the danger of leasing its 
privileges to any private corporation. 
The resolution Jeclures against the 
park passing into the exclusive pos- 
sessi0a of ssid company to be used by 
them as a cattle ranch, and for the ex- 
tortion of money from tourists visiting 
the park.

: A GOOD MEASURE. 
An Act to Consolidaic the Counties 
of Washoe and Churchill. 
The following bill was introduced 
by Hon. C. 8. Varian in the House 


last Monday and explains itself: 
An Act to Consolidate the Counties 
of Washoe and Churchill, and to 
‘Treate a new County to be Known 
as the County of Washoe. 

The people of the State of Ne- 
vada, represented in the Senate and 
Assembly do enact as follows: 

SECTION 7, A county with boun- 
daries, which shall include all that 
part of the State of Nevada now in- 
cluded within the boundaries of 
Washoe and Churchil: counties, as 
designated by existing laws, is 
hereby created, to exist from and 
— the 3lst day of December, 
886. 

SECTION 2. Said county shall be 
Kknewn as Washoe county, and the 
colinty seat thereof shall be at the 
town of Reno. 

SECTION 3. At the general elec- 
tion to be held A D. 1886 the quali- 
fied electors of the existing counties 
of Washoe and Churchill shall vote 
fer one set of county officers, as re- 
— by law for each county in 
the State, one District Judge, one 
State Senator and four Assembly- 
men, to serve the new county of 
Washoe, hereby created, for the 
ensuing two and four years, and 
the County Comunissioners of the 
said existing counties of Washoe 
and Churchill shall provide as re- 
quired by Jaw for the holding of 
saidegeneral election in the two 
counties; and notice shall be given 
in each of said counties of said elec- 
tion and the officers to be elected, 
as required by law. The returns of 
such election shall be canvassed by 
the Boards of County Commisioners 
of the respective counties in the 
manner provided by law, aud the 
Commissioners of the county of 
Churecbill shall cause to be certified 
to the Board of Commissioners of 
Washoe — the abstract of all 
the votes cast in Churchill county 
for the said county officers, State 
Senator, Assemblymen and District 
Judge within five days after the 
making thereof, and the County 
Commissiouers of Washoe county 
shall, within ten days after receiv- 
ing such abstract, properly certified 
to, proceed to compare the abstract 
of votes cast for county officers, 
State Senator, Assemblymen and 
District Judge in the two counties, 
and shall forthwith issue certificates 
of election to the persons having 


county officers, and shall certify to 
the proper efficers, as required by 
existing laws, the abstracts of votes 
cast in the two counties for District 
Judge; and the persuns elected to 
the offices aforesaid shali be the 
county officers, State Senator, As- 
semblymen and District Judge to 
serve the new county of Washoe 
for the ensuing two and four years. 
SECTION 4, All debts and liabili- 
ties of the present counties of 
Washoe and Churchill, lawfully in- 
curred, and which remain unpaid 
on the first day of January A. D. 


| 1887, shall be assumed by and be- 


come the debt of the new county 
of Washoe, and all property on said 
day belonging to the counties of 
Washoe and Churchill, shall be- 
come the property of the new 
county of Washoe. 

SECTION 5. The records and files 
of the existing county of Churchill 
shall be transferred to Reno, the 
county seat of the new county of 
Washoe, and delivered to the 
proper officers thereof within five 
days after the first day of January, 
AD. 1887, and thereafter shall be 
and become a part of the records of 
the new county of Washoe, and dn 
all respects shall be legal, binding 
and valid as before. All moneys, 
securities, or personal property of 
any kind, belonging to the county 
of Ceurchill, on the thirty-first day 
of December, A. D. 1886, shall, also, 
within a reasonable time thereafter, 
be transferred to Reno and delivered 
to the custodians authorized by law 
te receive them; and the County 
Commissioners of Churchill county, 
who shall be in office in the month 
of December, A. D, 1886, shall make 
provision for the safe and speedy 
transfer of the records, moneys, 
securities and property, as berein 
required; and the County Commis- 
sioners of the new county of 
Washoe sball cause to be paid out 
of the funds of the new county, all 
neccssary expenses of the transfers 
aforesaid. 

SECTION 6. All townships, elec- 
tion, school or road districts, cre- 
ated and existing in the counties of 
Churchill and Washoe on the 
thirty-first day of December, a. p. 
1886, shall remain intact in tbe 
new county of Washee until abol- 
oe vr changed in accordance with 
aw. 

SECTION 7. The county of Wasb- 
oe, hereby created, shall constitute 
the Seventh Judicial District, for 
which a District ro shall be 
elected by the qualified électors of 
said county at the geueral election 
every-fuur years after the general 
election to be held A. D. 1886. 
Said J shall receive an annual 
salary of $4,000, payable in month- 
ly installments. All causes, civil 
and criminal, which shall be pend- 
ing in the District Court ‘of the 
Fi Judicial District, for the 
county of Churchill, on the first 
day of January, A. D. 1887, shall

MILLIONS IN IT. 


The Pigeon River District, Where 
Pare Silver is Picked up .in 
Chunks — How it Was Discev- 
ered. 

It will be no news to many read- 


ers, says the Duluth Bee, that for 
many years past there have been 
rumors, some well authenticated, 
of an enormously rich deposit of 
silver somewhere in the Pigeon 
River district. The exact location 
of this deposit was known only to 
one or two Indians, amongst whom 
a superstition prevails to the effect 
that if an Indian should disclose to 
a white man the location of min- 
eral, that Manitou would infallibly 
kill him before the expiration of 
the four seasons which make up a 
year. This superstition, in connec- 
tion with the fact that two of their 
number who had promised to show 
white men the vein had died or 
disappeared before they could do 
so, prevented anybody from mak- 
ing use of their knowledge of the 
deposit. However, the last Indian 
who was in the secret, confiding in 
his own son, informed him where 
he could find the vein, swearing 
him at the same time to eternal 
secrecy, and then went to join the 
others in the ‘‘happy hunting 
grounds.’”’ The son, who is 
NOMINALLY A CHRISTIAN 
And above superstition, revealed 
the secret to a French Canadian 


named Oliver Deauneau in consid- 
eration of the sum of $200 in silver 
colu.  Deauneau had previously 
married the old man’s daughter 
and had lived two years with the 
bride in hopes of securing this very 
information. He went at once to 
Prince Arthur’s landing and inter- 
ested General Wilde of New York, 
a mining speculator, who owns 
property in that neighborhood, and 
gave him a one-fourth undivided 
interest in the discovery in consid- 
eration of his paying for the locat- 
ing and survey of the vein. This 
General Wilde did without delay, 
the survey being made by W. H. 
Furlonge of Prince Arthur’s land- 
ing, who is well and favorably 
known by all who are interested in 
miping property on the north shore. 
Mr. Furlonge writes to a friend re- 
siding here that he considers the 
deposit enormously rich; that the 
silver in view on the back (or top) 
of the vein is alone worth $10,000, 
but that the real value of the loca- 
tion cannot be definitely decided 
until they bave sunk shafts in the 
vein. He estimates that whilst 
they were running the lines around 
the location, that the men employ- 
ed by General Wilde secured for 
him some

Lumps of native silver 
have been on show at Thunder Bay, 
which will weigh from two to four 
pounds each of pure silver. He re- 
gards this as equal to the best find 
ever made at Silver Islet, and says 
that if the property is properly 
worked there is a sure fortune for 
every one connected with it. The 
deposit is first visible at a point due 
south and three miles distant from 
the White Fish river, where it falls 
into the Kawministiquia river, 
eighteen miles from its mouth, be- 
ing about twelve miles northeast of 
Cloud bay, and about twenty miles 
east of Pigeon river, and in the 
same range of mountains which 
contain the well-known mine 
worked by W. A. Kindred and 
Gen. Baker. A railroad route has 
been already surveyed from Prince 
Arthur’s Landing to Pigeon river 
and a charter will be granted to a 
company by the Dominion govern- 
ment during the coming session.
